The Bloetnfontein correspondent of The

have just ridden hither from Thabanchu 
along the line of our advance, east of 
Bloemfontein. 
The distance is fully 


40 miles, and yet almost every point of 
concentration is contested by the enemy. 


Oeweral Rundle, with the Eighth di- 


vision, is posted on our right flank, with 
prders to guard a strong and boldly out- 
lined frontal position in a country of a 
decidedly difficult nature. 
There the 


Boers have posted a number of guns of 
superior weight and range to our own. 
However, they show no disposition to do 
more than to keep'in touch with us, and 
to harAss our advance. 


Further to the west General Ian Ham- 


ilton, with his division of mounted in- 
fantry, 
is pressing northward, en- 


countering only a desultory fire. The 
Highland brigade, from Val Krantz, has 
been engaged, while General Tucker, 
commanding the Seventh division, has 
moved eastward from Karee Siding, and 
has returned south, followed by the 
Boers. 


Nevertheless, the cavalry, owing to the 


greater numbers of the enemy, have been 
prevented from completing the move- 
ment that was intended to encircle the 
Boers on the march to Brandfort, and the 
enemy are now prepared to offer stub- 
born opposition on an entrenched hill 
to the southeast of Kroonstad. 
They 


will probably abandon that position as 
soon as their stores have b«en moved 
north of the De Wet river. 


General Tucker'* attempt to advance 


on Erandfort showed the enemy to be in 
considerable strength. 
The colonial 


cavalry were engaged, and they lost 20 
horses while under fire from pom poms. 
The Boers, however, were driven from 
their position.

from Thabanchu, dated Wednesday: 
In yesterday's flanking movement Cap- 
tain Towse and 50 Gordon Highlanders 
were surrounded by 250 Boers, who de- 
manded their surrendm-.

"Why do you trunk so?" 
"Because every principle of the Dem- 


ocratic party ISA positive principle, more 
positive than was the declaration of the 
Republican party in '96, and while my 
party has grown all the while in its 
firmer adherence to principle and posi- 
tive declamtion the Republican party 
is 'trekking' in just the opposite direc- 
tion; it :s less positive and its adherence 
to its own heretofore fixed declara- 
tion of faith is now quite disregarded."

The house without division passed the

ment. These lands were taken up by 
settlers who contracted to pay from 
$1.26 to J8.76 an acre. 


By the terms of the bill the govern- 


ment assumes the payment of the pur- 
chase price to the Indians, and changes 
the existing law relative to agricultural 
colleges so as to insure the payment of 
the endowments whlsb heretofore have 
come out of the sal* &f public lands, in 
case of deficiency. 
These payments in- 


volve $1,200,000 annually. 
Of the 20,- 


000,000 acres in Indian reservations 
opened to settlement, for which the gov- 
ernment is to pay or has paid $35,000,000, 
about 8,000,000 acres have been taken, and 
about 2,000,000 are supposed to be still 
available for agricultural purpoca*.

There are not enough coffins In the

Many of the bodies will be buried in 
military fashion in two long trenches 
now being dug on Cemetery hill.

Compromise Meat Inspection Bill.

DOV/N THE YELLOWSTONE. 


Attempt Had* to Float » 
From Livingston to St. LonU. 


An attempt is being made to navigate 


the Yellowstone river from Livingston, 
Moo., to the Missouri and thence to St. 
Louis with a craft that will carry 
about 100 tons of freight Livingston 
may be said to be at the head of even 
canoe navigation OL» the Yellowstone 
river, and this Is the first attempt In 
history to navigate the stream with 
auyihmg approaching a boat, says the 
Chicago Inter Ocean. Many attempts 
have been made in the past to float 
down the river with skiffs carrying 
from two to four passengers, but they 
have been uniformly unsuccessful, and 
each summer adds to the list of vic- 
tims claimed by the river from those 
who have been foolhardy enough to 
make the trial. The Yellowstone joins 
the Missouri at Fort ifuford, about 600 
miles northeast of Livin^ton, and for 
about half the distance flows through a 
succession of canyons and at short in- 
tervals below Livingston breaks into 
rapids extveroely dangerous and diffi- 
cult of navigation even for a skiff. 


An old Mississippi river flat boat man 


named H. C. Sharpless last winter an- 
nounced his intention of constructing a 
ftatboat, loading it with bones, petrified 
wood and other far western curiosities 
and with the first sign of high water 
in the spring floating down the river. 
He had had his craft ready for the trip 
at hf>r dock at the foot of Lewis street, 
with a partial cargo, amounting to per- 
haps 50 tons, for the last few days, 
waiting for the snows in the mountains 
to make their presence known in the 
river, raising the water a little before 
starting. The looked for flood having 
arrived, the Saragossa, as he calls hia 
vessel, weighed anchor the other day 
and started on its nearly 3,000 mile 
journey to St. Louis, wiiere Captain 
Sharpless expects to dispose of his car- 
go of bones, etc. 


If the craft meets with no mishap. It 


is expected to arrive in St. Louis some 
time this fall, stops being made at the 
petrlfied forest and moss agate fields 
at different points along the river to 
complete the cargo, which will range 
between 50 and 100 tons.

Sharpiess is accompanied only by his 
wife, and they will live aboard the boat 
during the voyage in a ,=mall though 
comfortable house provided for the 
purpose. 


The Saragossa Is 20 by 50 feet In size 


and is expected to draw from a foot to 
18 inches of water with its full cargo 
on board. A large crowd of the citi- 
zens of Livingston assembled to wit- 
ness the starting and to wish the dar- 
ing captain and bis wife bon voyage.

Thomas A. Edison and bis collabora- 


tors at Llewellyn Park, Orange, have 
been engaged for some time on experi- 
ments looking to the production of & 
flexible tubing which shall render pos- 
sible the use of reheated compressed 
air.

NEW TRACTION ENGINES. 


Special Type Belnr Constructed Fo* 


Military Purpose*. 


The remarkable results achieved of 


late by the motor car industry were 
bound to tempt inventors to devise a 
means of utilizing the new mode of 
locomotion for military purposes. A 
first step in this direction has now 
been taken by the French military au- 
thorities, who have ordered the con- 
struction of a number of traction en- 
gines of a special type, says The fall 
Mall Gazette. Each engine will draw 
a train of from 30 to 40 wagons. The 
great difficulty tc be surmounted was 
the turning of corners. It is eaid to 
have been overcome by an Invention 
affecting the coupling of the wagons, 
which in consequence of this contriv- 
ance follow automatically, and with 
absolute exactness, any curve describ- 
ed by the engine. 


These trains, which are primarily In- 


tended for use In the transport servica, 
will only be able to run, of course, over 
tolerably good roads, but when bring- 
ing up supplies to an army the wagona 
will be left one by one at convenient 
points and be taken thence to their des- 
tination by horses in precisely the 
saute way as ordinary commissariat 
wagons.

WEALTH !N_FOXES' SKINS. 


Breeding of Fur Bearing Animals Is 


n 2tew AlnsKuu Industry. 


Andrew Phelps \ull soon start for 


Alaska to enibaik in a novel scheme. 
lie does not go to dig for gold, but will 
brave the rigors of the frigid climate 
as a breeder of fur bearing animals. 
Several persons are now engaged in 
the industry in the arctic islands and 
are said to be prospering. 


"The men now engaged in the 


scheme," said Mr. Phelps the other day 
to a Chicago Inter Ocean conespond- 
ent, " 'squat' on one of the numerous 
islands, generally in Prince William 
sound, or lease it direct from the gov- 
ernment and turn loose all the foxes 
they can purchase. As the islands are 
quite bare and small and uninhabited 
by other animals, on which foxes can 
prey for food, the owners must supply 
them with foqd all the year round. 
Unmarketable fish, blubber and offa}, 
cornmeal and grain are mixed and 
used for feeding. The animals multi- 
ply rapidly under favorable conditions, 
and in a few years the farmer ought to 
be independent " 


Attempts have been made to propa- 


gate the sih er gray foxes, whose pelta 
are worth $100 and upward. Black 
foxes will bring upward of $400. In 
some places tbe attempts have been 
successful. The blue fox is tbe favor- 
ite, as it is the easiest handled. The 
skins bring from $20 at Prince William 
sound to $40 In Liverpool, where the 
market is controlled. 


In competition with seals Mr. Phelps 


believes the foxes will easily be able 
to bold their owh. Seals, he oays, take 
about seven years to mature and are 
even then worth less in the market 
than the blue fox, which Is ready to 
give up its pelt in ten months. More- 
over, the seals;are being exterminated, 
while foxes are increasing. Mr. Ptrelps 
computes that his company; wWch he 
will start with a small capital, will be 
able to make upward of 51,000,000 in 
ten years. 


Tbe Outlook For Peaefces. 


3. H. Hale, president of tbe Hale Or- 


chard company, is enthusiastic over 
the peach prospects. Be says tbe crop 
is a sure one now and tbat Georgia will 
ship at least 8,000 cars of peaches and 
200 or 300 cars of plums during June 
and July. 
While tbis year's peach 


crop will be fully one-third more than 
the great crop of 1898, the rash day 
shipments will not be asy heavier, for 
the reason that most of the new trees 
coming iBto fruiting this year are early 
ripening varieties and will help to 
make a longer season of big shipments. 
Then again'most of the trees killed by 
the big freeze of a year ago were of 
the "Elberta variety , and their taking 
off will prevent any oversupply of that 
variety. Georgia will have rno*e late 
peacbes than ever before.

THAT BRIDGE PROBLEM 


• The committees on streets and finance 
of the city council have a nice question 


j to decide in determining tb« beet policy 


f for the city In the matter of new 


j bridges in th« Beaver. Although It is 
' a plain business question it is one that 
'Is made difficult by the present finan- 
cial condition of the city. 


The Hoosac Valley street railroad will 


extend its tracks to Briggsville this 


< summer, and in doing so It must cross 
, the river at the Beaver mill and cross 
•water again at the marble quarry road. 
The city, of course, has bridges at 
the»e points, but permitting the street 


f railroad to lay its tracks on them is not 


to be thought of. They are neither wide 
•nough nor strong enough. So the rail- 
road company proposes to pay one- 
third at the expense of building new 
bridge* at these joints, if the city cares 
to build and grant the railroad the 
privilege of the bridge*, or it will build 
its own bridcee, as on Union street. 


The offer o< the railroad company is 


reasonable enough as to terms, and if 
the city were not a little straitened 
financially there would be no hesitation 
In accepting it. However, money la 
not abundant in the city treasury and 
there will be a difference of opinion as 
to whether the railroad company's offer 
should be accepted. 


The city bridges crossing the river 


at the points the railroad must cross 
are not substantial. One of them has 
been condemned, and both have been 
found to be too weak for occasional 
heavy traffic. The city cannot safely 
run the steam roller over them, and 
•when heavy machinery for the mills If 
being hauled over them it Is necessary 
to temporarily strengthen them to bear 
the load. In short, they are well-worn, 
light, road bridges, which, In their beat 
day* would have been none too good 
for the traffic that now passes over 
them.' It I* to be hoped that the mlila 
•ituated beyond theae bridge* will 
rapidly increase In Importance, over- 


UM bridges' prevent capacity in

Independent bridge* for a *tr«at rail- 


road, on a mala thoroughfare should 
never be ordered unlau under unusual 
circumstances. For public economy as 
to highway construction and main- 
tenance, and for public oonvenlenoe as 
to ease of traffic en the highway, the 
railroad tracks should run over the 
public bridge. The ordering of inde- 
pendent railroad bridges aa a policy is 
to be condemned. There is no more 
reason why a street railroad should be 
ordered off a bridge than ordered off 
the public streets and, roads. Particu- 
larly is it foo-Iten to compel a railroad 
company to build its own bridges whers 
the public bridges are already inade- 
quate and must soon be replaced. We 
have illustrations of such very false 
economy on Union .street There are 
two independent railroad bridges there 
and two public bridges in a state of 
dilapidation equalling the state of the 
bridges now figuring in the present 
public question. The street 
railroad 


should never have been compelled to 
build. The- city, then quite able to do 
it. should have provided proper struc- 
tures, the railroad paying its share and 
being granted bridge privileges. 


There is, then, Just one- point for the 


committees on streets and finance to 
decide in the 
consideration of the 


present proposition made by the street 
railroad company relative to bridges on 
the line of its extension into Clarks- 
burg. That point is contained, in the 
question: "Can the city afford to 
make the outlay required?" It will 
probably 
cost $20,000 to build the 


brido'es, and of this amount the rail- 
road company will pay one-third if its 
proposition be accepted. If the bridges 
are not built now they will have to be 
built hi the very ne.ar future, but with 
this difference—the street railroad will 
not pay a third, some $6,000 or $7,000. 


When the city forces the street rail- 


road to construct its own bridges it 
cannot require the roailroad to a'oan- 
don its own private bridges* later and 
assume its share of the cost of now 
public bridges. 


The immediate question appears to 


be: Shall we somehow raise $15,000 or 
$16,000 and save $5,000 or $6,000?

LOCAL MEWS. 


FIND FAULHRA0EFULLY 


Btftrt You Ctmiiliin tf Strttt Sprink- 


ling, Rud the DiracVtni 


Now that street sprinkling Is being 


done by the city,, the rules and regula- 
tions under which t the drivers of carts 
work will be of Interest to those who 
wish to find fault fracefully. They are 
as follow*: 
The district assigned to you must be 
watered whenever necessary' to keep 
the streets in proper condition without 
regard to the number of hours required 
to perform the work. 


While it la necessary to water the 


streets sufficiently to lay the dust, care 
must be taken not to make the streets 
muddy. 


On heavily shaded streets, the gauge 


should be changed, so that the spray 
will be lighter. 


After a rain, contractors must not 


wait to be notified to come out, but 
must go over their routes Just as soon 
as there is the'least necessity for it. 
You are expected to keep the streets 
properly watered at all times; and that 
means Ihe entire street, from curb to 
curb, and judgment must be used to 
prevent complaints. 


Attention is called to the clause In 


your contract requiring that each cart 
should be washed at least once a week. 
Unless this is done to the satisfaction 
of the commissioner, the contract will 
be f-t once discontinued. 


No person under twenty-one years of 


aga will be allowed to drive a watering 
cart; and satisfactory evidence as to 
the age of a driver must be furnished, 
ii' desired by, the commissioner. 


In filling the carts, as little time as 


possible should be spent at the stand- 
pipe or hydflmt; and so far as possible, 
the time should be so regulated as to 
get to it v*hen not in use by another 
gart, but under no circumstances must 
there be more than two carts at a 
standplpe or hydrant at one time. 
Loud talk, profane or abusive lan- 
guage, discussions between drivers, or 
with others, will not be tolerated, and 
the offender will be summarily dis- 
charged. 


The horses used on the work must be 


of good appearance, must be good, fast 
valkers in order to cover the district 
as frequently as may be necessary to 
keep it properly watered; and harnesses 
must be kept in good repair and well 
clfRned. 


While you are required to take orders 


I'rom no one Except the commissioner, 
civility and courtesy are expected to- 
wn rd all citizens who may inquire or 
complain about the work. Refer all 
persons to the office at City hall, and 
enter into no argument with any one 
on th? streets. 


A violation of any of the above regu- 


lations will result in the immediate re- 
vocation of the contract.

A car that will take 20 tons of 
ordinary commodities will carry 25 
tons of lumber on account of the heav- 
ier weight and compact form of this 
product. The charge <for moving this 
is 40 cents per 100 pounds, or $8 a ton, 
making a total c* $200 revenue, which, 
added to the webt bound revenues, 
makes the cax earn $280, or $92 net 
profit. And these are only tbe ordinary 
large cars in present use. 


Railroad men, figuring on this basis, 


can see how difficult it would be for 
the Southern Pacific or Santa Fe to 
compete with the Northern Pacific or 
the Great Northern The former lines 
now make enormous revenues on busi- 
ness between Chicago and the coast 
because the rates ace high, amounting 
In the case of steel rails to $12 a ton 
for a car of 20 tons, with the general 
average considerably higher. The cost 
of moving an empty car from Chicago 
to San Francisco is approximately $120 
and for a loaded car $182. If loaded 
going west at the same rate of $4 a ton, 
it would mean a net loss on the single 
trip of $52. California, has not the 
enormous quantities of lumber to move 
to the east that Washington has, and 
its grain is mostly handled In vessels, 
leaving practically nothing but fruit, 
fresh and dried, to supply the traffic. 
It is the ophiion of railroad men that 
the returns of t'je railway companies 
on the east b^anfl trip do not average 
more than !jj52 to the car, a great share 
of whJch comes from Utah. This'leavea 
a total revenne^of $132 to the car, or a 
net loss of- $420, -estimating the cost of 
the return at"$120 a car. 


Thus, if "the California, roads attempt 


to meet the transcontinental rate of §4, 
It will' mean a net loss to them of $120 
for every car they bring to the west 
and take back again, while to and from 
the sound there will be a profit of $92 
clear. In the opinion of railroad men, 
if such rates are established, It will 
mean that the southern roads will not 
attempt to compete, but will simply 
rest on the rates they charge now and 
on their local business to the coast. 


The present rate from Antwerp to 


Hongkong by waji of the Suez canal is 
said to be about ?8 a ton, or the same 
as from San .Francisco to Asia. Cut 
ting this rate in two will be such a re 
duction that, lacking the inland re- 
sources of northern transportation and 
the ability to draw directly on the ship- 
pers without the necessity of frequent 
tranters, neither the followers of the 
southern Pacific ocean nor the patrons 
of the Suez canal can compete in this 
line of the trade.

This will be mounted on heavy steel 
structure, and will b* the only one of 
its kind In this aectlon. 


For the present the machine shops

PaM Official! of State 


Borne tUne asro the legislature passed 


a bill authorizing the state board of 
commissioners of fleh and tame to em- 
ploy 10 paid deputies throughout the 
state. Up to that time most of the 
wark of the wardens had been done 
without pay, and sportsmen advocated 
the chance in the interests of more 
thorough attention to the enforcement 
of the game> laws. 


These paid wardens have been ap- 


pointed, and this morning A. M. Nich- 
ols of this city received notice from 
J. W. Collins, chairman of the com- 
mission, that he had been appointed 
one of the 10. The appointment is 
made for the year, or until January 15 
1901, 
and Mr. Nichols will therefore de-

RAILWAY ENTERPRISE; 


^lome to SMrten the Journey ot 
Grain to Europe by 1,000 Mllea. 
Another great scheme for shortening 


the route for the conveyance of bread- 
stuffs from the great west to Europe 
la about to be undertaken by American 
capitalists and railway ineu. Some of 
thoae who are providing money for the 
new undertaking are still lu the back- 
ground, and th«lr names are not given 
to the public. Those who are known iu 
connection with the scheme are J. Mc- 
Nicol, banker, of Detroit; F. W. Hayes, 
president of the Preston National bank, 
Detroit; H. P. Shoemaker, president cf 
the board of management of the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton railway 
and president of the Cincinnati, New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific railway; M. 
C. Currie, membt. of the stock ex- 
changes of Detroit and Ypsilanti and 
director of the Toledo and Tremont 
railway; W. L.' Holmes, president of 
tbe Detroit Telephone company and 
the Michigan Portland Cement com- 
pany; J. D. Hawkes, director of the De- 
troit and MacWnaw railway and ex-en- 
gineer of the Canada Southern and 
Michigan road. 


These men and the other capitalists 


who are behind them are applying to 
the Canadian parliament for a charter 
for the Quebec and Lake Huron rail- 
way, which they say will reduce by 
1,000 miles the distance from the great 
west to Europe. Tbe proposed railway, 
according to the New York Sun, is to 
run from the mouth of the French riv- 
er on Lake Huron in a direct line to 
Quebec, a distance of 435 miles. They 
ask for no financial assistance from 
Quebec or from the Dominion govern- 
ment, declaring that they have all the 
financial backing they want and plenty, 
of capital awaiting investment and 
that if the charter they ask for Is 
granted they will have the railway, 
completed and ready for traffic by Jan- 
uary, 1905, when the Quebec bridge 
over the St. Lawrence is also expected 
to be ready. The road will be from 75 
to 100 miles north of the cities of 
Montreal, Ottawa and Toronto and will 
run through a territory richly wooded 
with pine, spruce and hard woods. Itia 
expected that those interested In the 
project will invest largely in real estate 
in Quebec, where property Is just now 
at a low ebb, in view of the fact that 
large elevators and warehouses will be 
required at Quebec for the new rail- 
way.

WHY HE GROWS A BEARD. 


It It Doe.n't Come Oat Red, 1+ Will 


Clear Him of Hora« Stealing. 


August Bruno Thunig, who la under 


arrest at Belleville, Mo., with an in- 
dictment of the grand jury of Jasper 
county hanging over him, hopes t« 
«lear himself of the charge of horse 
stealing by growing a beard, saya the 
St. Louis Republic. He is in jail at 
Belleville at present charged with 
obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses, and he hopes: to rid himself 
of the horse stealing indictment and to 
leave himself prepared to devote all 
his attention to the other charge by. 
growing a beard which Will b« agreea- 
ble to him provided It be any other 
color than red. 


Thunig was indicted upon suspicion 


of being the'man who had stolen a 
pair of horses and a buggy, because he 
answered in many ways the descrip- 
tion of the person last seen with the 
team. Some time ago a man visited a 
livery stable in Jasper county and hired 
a team for tie day, saying that he 
wished to visit in the neighborhood. 
He presumably forgot that the livery- 
man wanted his team bock, for the 
place where Fe hired the horses has 
seen neither tPe animals, the buggy to 
which they were hitched nor the man 
who hired them since that day. The 
description which the liveryman gave 
of the hirer caused Thunig to come 
under suspicion, but in the description 
which tbe liveryman furnished be de- 
•crlbed his customer as having a red 
beard. 


When Thunig was arrested, he had 


no beard, but as his complexion Is ex- 
tremely red the officers supposed that 
he had shaved off his beard to escape 
detection. He was accordingly placed 
under arrest, the police firmly believ- 
ing that should he grow a beard it 
would be red. 


Thunig thinks differently, however, 


and is now employed in growing a 
beard, which has just reached the 
mossy stage on either cheek. Tbe first 
appearance is decidedly encouraging 
to him, as it consists of a number ot 
faded black bristles with the ends Just 
tinged with gray. He argues that no 
jury will convict a black bearded man 
for the faultn of a red bearded one, and 
he furtheriaoie claims that he will be 
able to prove an alibi to, the charge of 
horse stealing by the affidavits of 62 
witnesses. 


The Dlmceat Walnut 


An immense walnut log, one of the j 


largest ever cut In the southwest, Is | 
beiiig trimmed near Dewey, I. T., for 
exhibition at the world's fair la Parts 
by J. V. Hamilton of Fort Scott, Kan. 
The log is the trunk of a tree which 
was over 400 years old, according to 
the best estimate. It measures 16 feet 
C inches in circumference and stood 55 
feet to tbe first limb. Mr. Hamilton 
has been shipping walnut logs exten- 
sively from the southwest .to Liverpool 
for some years, and this is"the largest 
he has ever seen, says the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat The walnut tree In 
this part of the country is rapidly be- 
coming extinct on account of tne heavy 
Bhlproents abroad, *£he logs are ship- 
ped by the trainload. They grow wild 
and have not been propagated.

In 1868 Mr. and Mrs. Wlllstack ot 


Philadelphia, who were traveling In 
Germany, paused at Dusseldorf. Mr. 
Willstaok. & great lover of paintings, 
took a deep interest In the men at work 
in this center of art 
Be met John 


Tait, an American artist, and Talt told 
Mm of a young Hungarian who had 
bold ideas and a vivid style of coloring. 
This was Munkacay. 


Mr. Willstack looked him up and 


found him engaged upon a large can- 
vas entitled "The Last Day of a Man 
Condemned to Deatb." The treatment 
of the subject was so striking that the 
Philadelphlan immediately agreed to 
buy the picture and made a payment 
in advance in order to aid the poor art- 
ist 
He inquired about Munkacsy'l 


history and found it anything but or- 
dinary. 


The painter's name then was Lleb. 


It was not until 1874, when he had 
gained some measure of renown and 
had married the Baroness Demarsch, 
a wealthy woman, that he was created 
Count Munkacsy. This was a modifi- 
cation of tbe name of his native town. 
Munbacs, where he was born on Oct. 
10, 1844. His father, a subordinate in 
tbe Austrian customs service, took part 
in the Kossuth rebellion and after its 
failure was thrown Into a Russian 
prison, where he died. 
Michael, at 


that time 4 years old, was afterward 
apprenticed as a carpenter's boy and 
began life in that capacity. 


As a journeyman cabinet maker, 


working for $4 a month, be borrowed 
books, made rhymes that the boys of 
the town pronounced fine poetry, and 
later learned to draw. His talent de- 
veloped, and be managed to get a 
studio In Dusseldorf before he was 30. 


When the painting which be did for 


Mr. Willstack was finished, that gentle- 
man insisted that it should be sent to 
the Paris Salon of 1870. There it cre- 
ated a sensation, and the humble Hun- 
garian found himself suddenly famous. 
K earned him a medal, a wealthy patron 
and a start on tbe road which brought 
Michael Lieb to the rich and celebrated 
Count Mihaly de Munkacsy, chevalier 
of the Legion of Honor and knight of 
the Austrian order of tbe Iron Cross. 


Miss Catherine Wolfe 
afterward 


bought "Tbe Last Day of a Man Con- 
demned to Death" and brought it to 
New York. Among other paintings by 
Munkacsy owned in this country are 
"Kittens," "The Village Wrestler," 
"Milton Dictating 'Paradise Lost' to 
His Daughters" and "Christ Before 
Pilate." 


General Russell 'A. Alger bought 


"Kittens" for $8,000 and offered $90,000 
for Munkacsy's most famous canvas, 
"Christ Before Pilate," which he had 
eeen in Paris and greatly admired. 
This sum was raised to $100,000 l y 
John Wanamaber, to whom the paint- 
ing was sold and who still owns it 


"Christ Before Pilate" was painted 


in 1881. It is a very large canvas, and 
for-the many types of figures in it the 
artist spent many months in making 
preliminary studies and sketches. He 
then lived in Paris. He had never been 
In tbe east, and his models were from 
the boulevards, picked up by chance 
here and there. 


The picture has been exhibited In 


many parts of Europe and in the Unit- 
ed States. It does not follow conven- 
tional lines in the treatment of reli- 
gious subjects and has awakened widely 
diverse criticism. There i*r at least, in 
It some quality which addresses itself 
strongly to the modern mind, and it 
has been given a high place among tbe 
.works of art of the present century. 


In 1896, the millennial year of Hun- 


gary, Munkacsy left Paris, where he 
had lived for so many years, and re- 
turned to his native land. In the au- 
tumn of that year he was stricken with 
spinal paralysis and has done no work 
since. He soon afterward became de- 
mented and was sent to the asylum at 
Bonn. 


Other of his best paintings than those 


owned In this country are "The Death 
of Mozart," "The Village Hero," "The 
Pawnshop," "The Dying Brigand," 
"The Wedding Feast" and "Scce 
Homo," bia last great religious work.

FELL FROM STAGING. 


Sergeant Victor King Falls About 20 


Feet and is Badly Hurt. 


Sergeant Victor King of Company M, 


came near being killed Thursday after- 
noon. He fell from a staging on a new 
barn that is being bmlt in East C1*,:*- 
hire, struck on a board floor, broke his 
right Ipg, badly bruised his face and 
head, and Is otherwise injured. 


The accident happened about 
12.35 


O'clock Thursday afternoon. Sergeant 
King is a carpenter and works for his 
brother John King, who has the con- 
tract to build a large barn for Henry 
Wood of East Cheshire, to take the 
place of the barn that was struck by 
lightning and burned down last fall. 
The workmen had an earlv dinner ana 
were raising rafters for the roof. Ser- 
geant King stood on a staging and 
caught the rafters as they were drawn 
up by a horse. A rafter came up too 
fast and in trying to get out of the way 
Mr. King's shoe caught between th* 
boards of a staging and he lost his 
balance. 


He fell a distance of about 20 fe«t and

The records kept by the city for the 


winter have just been completed and 
show, some interesting figures. This 
was the first season that records of the 
snow fall were ke t at city hall .these 
having- been in charge of City Engin- 
eer Emigh. The records were taken at 
the Notch and Broad Brook reservoirs, 
the city's two sources of water supply. 


There is a marked contrast to the 


winter of 1898-99, when the snow fall 
i\ as one of the heaviest on record, ac- 
cording to private: figures, Thia sea- 
son the snow fall was one of the light- 
est remembered, the Broad Brook flg- 
ures showing1 only 39% inches. The 
winter before, according to the figures 
kept by the Fitchburg1 road, the fall 
reached 10 feet, 2Vt inches, over three 
times as much as this year. 


Taking1 the fig-urea at Broad Br6ok: 


the snow fall by months for the four 
months of heaviest storms, was as 
follows: 


December, 2% inches. 
January, 21 inches. 
February, 8 inches. 
March, 8 Inches. 
This total of 39% inches Is equal to 


about 3.9 inches of ralni, the proportion 
being1 about one itenith, according to 
instructions sent out by the weather 
department of the government 


The total precipitation at 
Broad 


Brook, taken by the United Statea 
standard snow and1 rain gauge, for the 
mon'ths of December, January, Febru- 
ary, March and April, was 19.01 inches. 
This amount is very nearly the same as 
the total precipitation at the notch 
reservoir for the same trme. It shows 
that a larger part of ttyt moisture that 
fell this winter was in fee form of rain. 


Andther interesting record that was 


kent at Broad Brook was in rez^rd 
to the total death of snow on 
ground throughout the winter. 
record shows that at no time was there 
more than 12 inches on the ground at 
one time, and only once was this depth 
reachefl.. Mleasuremenlts were taken 
once each week, on Monday afternoon, 
and the readings for the winter were 
as follows: 
December 25, % inch; January 1, 2% 


inches; January 8, % inch; January 15, 
2 inches; January 22, 3 inches; January 
29, 12 inches; February 5, 6 inches;

Reason for O^osthn to Fitchburg 


Lease to Boston and Maine 


The case of the remonstrants against 


the lease of the Fitchburs railroad t<y 
the Boston and Maine railroad com- 
pany was continued yesterday before 
he legislative committee on railroads. 
Captain John "W. Weeks, director and 
vice-president of the Central Massa- 
chusetts told of the history of the 
road, and its financial troubles leading 
up to 1885 when it was leased to the 
Boston and Lowell road. When the 
Boston and Lowell was turned over to 
the Boston and Maine, ihe lease w«nt 
to that road. 
The lease is a peculiar one and the 


rental is based on the gross earnings 
of the road. It is therefore imaortant 
that the gross earninm should be de- 
veloped, and that th*re should be no- 
thins »ut In the way of doing this. 
One-half of the freight earning of the 
Central 
Massachusetts, 
or 
$325,000 


yearly, is earned from what is known 
as foreign business, that Is, what 
comes from other roads. 


If the Fitchburg lease is) consummat- 


ed, what, he asked,, would be easter 
than fof the Boston and Maine to di- 
vert this business ta the Fitchubre 
thus decreasing the gross earnings of 
the Central Massachusetts and its 
rents to a corresponding amount, and 
increasing1 the revenues of the Fitch- 
burg, without adding to the amount of 
rent to be paid'to th« Fitchburg. 


He said his principal objection to the 


lease is that it would afford a rea- 
sonable excuse to divert the business 
of the Central Massachusetts to the 
Fitchburg road, should the lease go 
through, and this would probably be 
done .

Limiting Hours of Employment for

A number of important matters 


oame up in the legislature yesterday. 
The house spent most ur the fturenoon 
on the bill to include mercantile es- 
tablishments with manufacturing and 
mechanical establishments under the 
law that the hours of women and min- 
or employes in them shall not exceed 
10 in any day, nor 58 per week. The bill 
was amended, so as to permit two lonsr 
daya in a week, but with a total of 58 
in all. 


The senate, by 18 yeas to 20 nays, on 


ordering- to a third reading-, killed the 
bill for the free transportation of let- 
ter carriers by street railway comDan- 
ies. As the bill has aleadv been re- 
considered, this action, is final. 


The house judiciary committee, with 


the dissent of Messrs. Kowland of 
Chelsea and Odlin of Lynn, will report 
a bill to r>ermit the sals of tobacco in 
ar.y form on Sunday by places which 
are now permitted by law to be open 
on Sunday. 


The railroad committee exnects to be 


hearing1 the case of the Fitchburg lease 
next week. 


% The bill for ei;jht hours for city and 
town officials was ordered to a third 
reading withcwt debate. 


Mr. Mannins of Worcester moved an 


amendment to the bill to restrict the 
power of courts and mas-i?trates to 
punish for contempt. The amendment 
provides a uenalty for writing or pub- 
lishing false reports, or any comment 
made with intent to influence any trial 
or proceedings; and also extent's the 
provisions of the bill to the attempt 
of any person or corporation to influ- 
ence a juror. With these amendments 
Mr. Manning said he believed t>>e bill 
to be conservative enough. The bill 
was strongly opposed when orginially 
presented, but in its amended form the 
house passed it to be engrossed with- 
out a division.
